The council wes ably reprcsrnlisl 
by Messrs. Livingston, Wiliiauison, 
Uincklefl, Farky and Starks. 

Mr. Riokklf, chairman of the 
linaaeo ooauaittee, addras«cd the 
Imard. He said that be was ratisOed 
lioih boards had the interests of the 
rity at heart, and ile8lre«l to du what 
was best for her welfare, lie -.aid 
that at the l«');iniiini» of the la«t lis- 
cal year almut $;i.ii(in was in the city 
treasury. Imt that there is now a de- 
ticit III the treasury of something near 
Il.tMKi. This Would reipiire a some- 
what larger levy than usual. He 
•-xplaiued that be knew the hcmrd 
coukl compel the council to nake 
any levy it asked, but he simply 
wanted to pot the matter before 
then aad let tbem settle it aecotiling 
to the dictates of their own reason.

Mr, Williamson tuadc ihc iioiul 
tbat the city council bad ever since 
its inauguration fuatered the 
conatruciion of a aoworago aystem 
for Fadncah, and aow had goae ao 
far tbat it was impoaeible to back out 
or leave the matter where it is. It 
was simply a ease of raisin'; the lev\ .

The levy for the sewerage system 
would be required but tor one year, 
he aaM, aad aa tho achools had pro- 
wnmi lot two veaia with the buiU- 
lag tt BOW haa, it night nake out ao- 
other year.

Councilman Farley theo said that 
be ooaM add bttk to what bad al- 
ready beaa atatod, except tbat he 
wanted to add hie rrqneat to that 
of tbe others, tor a poatponement 
of the erection of a new school house 
1 anoiher year. He knew the city 
needed It. he said, but nettled a 
sewerage system far worse, and the 
only ihinx the council was interested 
iu was the iiiereuse lu taxation, for 
which tbey would perhaps be unjust- 
ly Mamnd ahoaU tha aohool board 
iaatot on it. 

Coaaeilnaa 8tarka ooiBokkd with 
tbe other oooadlaMa k all that had 
been said. 

Cliairmnii ("has. .M. I.eake took the 
lloor in behalf of the linanee com- 
mittee of the board of edm atiiiii, ami 
said that he didn't agree with the 
council.
